Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim l,line 11, remaining as residue at 300° C "is 
indefinite in these composition claims. In claims 8-12, the 
"bituminous pavement rejuventitor "must be defined. In claim 1, 
line 10 "the material" has no proper antecedent. 
Claims 1 and 8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112. 

Claims 2-7 and 9-12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome 
the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112 and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
